The Resoltttiona Adopted at a Citl- 
ions' MoetinK—A B rief History af 
. Oon. E. S. MoCook and His Remark­ 
able Family. 


Mention has been made in oor dis­ 
patches of a large indignation meeting 
which was held at Yankton on the day 
after the assassination of Gen. McCook. 
The following 
arc 
the 
resolutions 
adopted at that meeting : 
\YnERSA9, I t . has pleased Almighty 
God to take from our midst in the merid­ 
ian of his lifo and usefulness, Gen. Ed­ 
win S. McCook, secretary of Dakota Ter­ 
ritory, as an expression of our regard 
.for his memory and heartfelt sympathy 
with hi» bereaved family. 
liciohed, That we, citizens of Yank­ 
ton, deeply deplore the tragic and un­ 
timely death of our late noble and gal­ 
lant friend and citizen, Gen. Edwin S. 
..UeCook, late secretary of this territory. 
He waa a good citizen, a kind and true 
friend, an honest.man, and we are proud 
to remember, while lamenting over his 
erael ilpath, that we were among those 
whom.hs knew and loved in his life. 
H uo^ed, That we do hereby tender 
to his widow, and relatives our deepest 
sympathies with the hope that by ming­ 
ling our tears with theirs, we may serve 
In some measure to. soften the force of 
this sudden a nd cruel blow which has 
robbed her of a loving husband and them 
of a brother, son, and father of whom 
they are iastly proud, 
Btéohsed, T hat a delegation of our 
citizens accompany his remain.s up­ 
on the ronte to his last resting place in 
Ohio, where among the other members 
of his family he may sleep in peace, and 
that we will treasure up his memory as 
one who over acted from principle, and 
while we read in the history of our 
country of his gallant achievements in 
arms, wo will remember th at wo had the 
good fortune to know and be tho friend 
of one who in his life-time was the 
bravest of tho brave, and who in death 
was w ithout fear, and without reproach. 
Betohed, That in his death we mourn 
the loss of a sterling patriot whose 
valuable services the country gratefully 
acknowledges, a faithful, efficient, hon­ 
orable public officer, a n d a public-spir­ 
ited citizen. 
While we cherish his 
memory let us strive to emulate the 
nobleness of his character. 
Reiolted, That the presiding officers 
of this meeting present an engrossed 
eopy of these resolutions to the family of 
Gen. McCook, and furnish copies of the 
same te the newspapers of the city. 
THZ riGHTING U’COOX*. 
The Sioux City Journal gives the fol­ 
lowing notice of tho lamented deceased, 
and the rcnownad family te wh ich ha 
belonged: 
“ Gen. Edwin Stanton McCook, whose 
deplorable death it is our sad duty to 
announce, was tho youngest member of 
the celebrated “ Fighting McCook Fam­ 
ily.” 
At the breaking out e f tho re­ 
bellion, Daniel McCook, then a man 60 
years of age, lived in Southern Ohio, 
the father of seven tons. 
The old 
gentleman was too old to be able to en­ 
list, but he took his rifle and followed 
the array, doing valiant service wher­ 
ever there was work to do. Ho belonged 
to no particular regiment, but whenever 
any detachment had hot work laid out 
for it, thers was the old man to be 
found. 
Ilis gallant conduct attracted 
the attention of the government he was 
80 Bcalously serving, and be received a 
Paymaster’s commission, which ho held 
until he was killed at the time of Mor­ 
gan’s raid through Ohio. 
Ilia seven 
sons all followed their father into tho 
fleld, and did effective work for the 
Union cause, and we believe every one 
of them attainedjhigh rank and honor­ 
able position during the bloody struggle. 
Gen. Alexander McDowell McCook now 
¿holds the rank of Major General in tho 
regular army. 
Robert L. McCook wa.s 
made a Brigadier General in 1802, and 
while commanding a division in Thomas’ 
corps of Huera army in Northern Ala- 
biiina, was murdered bj’ guerillas while 
lying sick in an ambulance. 
Another 
of the brothers was killed in a fight 
near Kcncsaw Mountain, and still an­ 
other laid down his lifo at Pittsburh 
Landing. 
Out of the “ Fighting Fam­ 
ily” of seven, five are now dead, each 
one of whom died .1 violent death—two 
murdered in cold blood and three meet­ 
ing a warrior’s death on the battlefield. 
From such stock sprang the subject of 
writing, General Ed. S. McCook. 
At 
the breaking out of the rebellion he 
was am ere boy, for at the time of his 
death be was but fi t years of age. 
Ho 
enlisted as a private soldier, but by 
brave and meritorieus conduct be speed­ 
ily worked himself up until he was 
coiutni.Hsioncd Colonel of the Thirty- 
first Illinoia Regiment. 
His military 
carear was a brilliant and honorable 
ene, and he retired from the service at 


the close o r the war with' the rank of 
Brevet Bri gadier Oeneral. In February, 
1873, he was appointéd Secretary of the 
Territory of Dakota, which office he 
continued to hold until the time of his 
death. 
As a public officer, be was en- 
srgetic, fearless, and incorruptible; and 
in these respects being quite the re­ 
verse of some of his paedecessors, met 
w ith the oppposUion of scheming pol­ 
iticians who could not control his ac­ 
tion in their personal interests. 
He 
was a strong partisan, and withal w ith­ 
out the slightest taint ef hypocrisy in 
h it composition. 
If he waayour friend 
he was your strong, true, unwavering 
friend 
through all circumstances—a 
man whom you instintively felt you 
might rely upon as upon a rock. 
If he 
was your opponent he was unequivocal­ 
ly so, for he would never say behind 
your 
back 
what 
he 
would 
not 
hurl 
in to ‘ your 
teeth. 
And 
yet 
he 
was 
a generous 
foe, for while 
he might opposo 
you 
persistently, 
and even bitterly, it was not in the 
nature of the man to stoop to a mean 
and underhand act to gain a victory for 
himself. 
Socially he was one of the 
choicest spirts we ever met. 
Always 
genial and hearty, yet with a bluffness 
which relÑprcd him from any suspicion 
of sycophancy, ho insensibly drew you 
toward himself as a man to be treated, 
honored, loved. 
Tic had his failings, 
but they were the failings of a great 
hearted and generous man. 
Ho was one 
whom in the hour of danger you would 
choose to stand by your sidé, and in the 
time of good fellowship to be your right 
hand neighbor. 
In every work of pub­ 
lic interest ho was an active and untir­ 
ing worker, and especially in every 
measure calculated to premoto the ma­ 
terial welfare of his adopted homo he 
labored with a zeal which never tired. 
He was in our city on tho morning 
of his assassination, tho very picture 
of robust health, having been of one the 
delegation which came down to escort 
the St, Paul excursion to Yankton. The 
pleasures of that trip and day were 
largely due to his efforts, and the last 
sight seen by tho excursionists as they 
whirled away from the Yankton depot 
homeward bound was the robust form 
of McCook, who stood on the platform, 
hat in hand, waving adieus, while his 
doep, sonorous voice bid the departing 
guests God-speed. 
Little did the mer­ 
ry party think that the shades of that 
evening were brooding over so fearful a 
tragedy, and that the manly form so full 
of sueii generous lifo and kindly spirit, 
even then stood within tho shadow of 
its doom. 
In this city Gen. McCook 
was almost as well known as in Yank­ 
ton, and all yesterday his 
untimely 
death was the absorbing topic of con 
venation. 
In personal appearance Mc­ 
Cook was a splendid specimen of physi­ 
cal manhood, standing nearly six feet 
high, broad shoulders, massive frame, 
and straight as an arrow. 
Ilis hair was 
black as a raven’s wing, his eye piercing, 
and there was an expression of strength 
and daring about his face, which in­ 
stinctively challenged your admiration 
and respect.

W ithout going into the 
history of the case, ft is sufficient to 
say that McCook was not successful, 
and that he believed he had good rea­ 
sons for inferring that those he thought 
bis friends sold him put, and among the 
number was W intermute, 
From that 
timo there was ill-feeling!i between the 
two men. 
Sometinso subacqnent to the 
above event, certain citizena of Yank­ 
ton held a meeting to protest against 
the reappointment of Gov. Burbank. 
At this meeting W intermute preiidcd. 
McCook waa present, and approving the 
appointment took a p a rt in the meeting 
which was objectionable to W inlenuute, 
and the feeling of dislike cacli enter­ 
tained fer the other was still further in­ 
tensified. 
However, no persona! eol- 
lision occurred 
until 
the fatal last 
Thursday night. 
On tho evening in 
?[uestion there was a meeting of citizens 
avorablo to harmonizing the differences 
existing between the county of Yank­ 
ton and the management of the South 
ern, and W interm ute was present with 
the avowed object, it is claimed, of 
breaking it up. 
He had been, drinking 
some, but was not what coaid be termed 
intoxicated. 
After having made a mo­ 
tion in the meeting which was not en­ 
tertained, he passed out of the court­ 
room into the St. Charles, the two be­ 
ing connected by a hallway. 
In the 
hotel W interm ute met McCook, and in 
a sneering sort of way asked for a loan 
of five cents, saying that ho wanted to 
buy a cigar. 
McCook realizing that the 
request was not a sincere one, replied 
that he had not tho money, and if ho did 
have it ho wouldn’t let W intermute 
have ic, or something of that sort. 
W ithout farther words W intermute pa.ss- 
ed on and descended to the bar-room of 
the house. 
Entering the'placc ho ap 
proached a gentleman of his acquaint­ 
ance and said, “ I’m madder lli.nn I have 
been since coming to Dakota ; Tvnd be-, 
ing asked the reason said that htj had 
ju st asked McCooic far five cents and 
had been refused. He said this in a half 
langhing 
way, 
and 
his 
hearers 
thought the m atter a joke, but 
in 
the 
light of 
aubsequont event.s it 
would seem that be was deliberately at­ 
tempting to provoke McCook, and bring 
about a personal collision., 
W inter­ 
mute was talking about the refusal to 
loan him five cents, McCook entered the 
room and came up to the group in tn 
easy, good-natured manner, evidently 
not the least pwt out by what had passed 
between himself and W intermute. 
The 
latter persisted that he had been insult­ 
ed, whereupon a bystander, who did not 
believe W interm ute really meant what 
he said, put in that if a small' man like 
McCook should insult him he would 
whip him, 
W ioterm at* then wbteldd 


around and shaking fais finger in 
Cook’s face in a threatening manttiBf, 
said, “By G— d, I can whip y e n !” 
Mo­ 
Cook laughed and said “I gaess not,” 
and turned as if to go away. 
W inter­ 
mute then said in a very excited* tone, 
“ If I can’t whip you I’ll bo d—d if I 
can’t shoot you.” 
Even this remark 
McCook did not resent, but when Win- 
tcrmuto followed it up by u y in g , You 
aro a G—d d—d dirty.puppy,” McCook 
whirled on him and catching'uim by the 
collar with one hand struck him, or 
slaped him, several blows in the face, 
jerked him about the room, and finally 
Ihru.st W intermuto’s face into a large 
spittoon and rubbed it around in it, 
saying, saying, “ You’ll shoot mo, will 
youT” 
McCook then released W inter­ 
mute and went up stairs, while tho lat­ 
ter went to bis room on Broadway, 
several blocks off, procured a pistol, and 
then returned to tho meeting, where he 
called the attention of those present 
to the fact that be “had been licked out 
of his boots by General McCoek.” 
He 
put bis mouth close to the car of a citi­ 
zen present and said “ 1 shall shoot Mc­ 
Cook on sight, and I want you tell him 
so.” 
A t first the gontlemsn belicTcd it 
but an idle threat, but upon second 
thought decided tkat McCook should 
be warned, and started out to do so. 
He went into the hotel without meeting 
McCook, and while in the office heard 
the firing, which told him th at W inter­ 
mute, had carried out his murderous 
intention. It is hardly necessary to re-' 
capitulate the particulars of the horrid 
murder, io r ourreportof yesterday was 
eorreci in ell particulars. 
W interm ute 
watched until his victim, unsuspicious 
of danger; came through the hall to en­ 
ter the court room, when the assassin 
made a few rapid strides toward the 
door, drew his pistol, and without a 
word of warning fired, and the gallant 
McCook had his death wound.
